Planting of fingerling trout
by airplane in California’s high
mountain lakes has been con-
cluded for the year, according
to the DFG,

Four million, 200,101 ‘fish
were planted this year. This is
a decrease of more than two
million from 1959,

Reason for the decrease was
a shortage of Eastern Brook
trout brought about by a dis-
ease at the Mount Shasta
Hatehery, Another factor was a
decision by the Department
that it is not necessary to
stock every year those lakes
where the fishing pressure is
extremely low,

By far the largesnt propors
tion of the plantings this year
were Rambows ~— 2,751,960,
Brown trout formed the small-
est total — 144,720, Over a
half million Eastern Brook
were planted by air and nearly

300,000 Kokanee and slightly
over 300,000 Goldens, .
